Americans were killed in 
action In Vietnam last week, 16 
more than the week before and 
the highest toll In two months. 
Official sources said, howev­ 
er, they did not consider the in­ 
crease significant enough to af­ 
fect any further American troop 
withdrawals that President Nix­ 
on might plan. 
"It's not shooting way up," 
one source said of theUJS.cas­ 
ualty Increase. Despite the In­ 


crease,the total was still far be­ 
low a weekly average for the 
year of 193. 
The South Vietnamese com­ 
mand reported 497 government 
troops killed last week, the 
highest government toll in nine 
weeks.

ese and Viet Cong killed, the 
highest enemy toll reported in 
three months.

$39 Million Fund 
Assured For District

WASHINGTON—The recently- 
passed Public Works Appropri­ 
ations Bill assures a $39 mil­ 
lion program for reclamation 
and flood control in California’s 
2nd Congressional District, in­ 
cluding $4,672,000 for the Te­ 
hama-Colusa Canal and Fish 
Facilities. 
The Senate last week put more 
money into the 1970 fiscal year 
bill than had been included by 
the House. 
The measure now 
is before a Senate-House con­ 
ference committee to work out 
differences. 
Senate action was hailed by 
Congressman 
Harold (Bizz) 
Johnson of the 2nd District who 
said die projects involved the 
source of origin of most of 
California’s water supplies. 
Johnson said he was hopeful 
the Senate and House could 
agree on the bill "in the near 
future." 


Projects in the bill for C al­ 
ifornia’s 
2nd Congressional 
D istrict were the same in the 
Senate and House versions of 
the bill, and are not subject 
to 
change in the conference 
committee. 
"These may be considered 
final figures, subject only to 
presidential signature," John­ 
son said. 
The projects include, besides 
the Tehama-Colusa program, 
$500,000 for Buchanan R es­ 
ervoir, $300,000 for New Mel­ 
ones Reservoir, $520,000 for 
Martis Creek Reservoir; $4.5 
million for New Bullards Bar 
Reservoir, $1.9 million for New 
Don Pedro Reservoir. 
* 
And $11.9 million for Auburn 
Dam, $2.6 mlooion for Stampede 
Reservoir, and $800,000 for the 
Nevada Irrigation District. 
Congressman Johnson said he 
was confident the House will "go 
along" with the additions by the 
Senate.

them rather than to chip them off 
the pavement. They will be set 
48 feet apart. 
Herbert S. Miles, D istrict En­ 
gineer, said the trial is the first 
m ajor test in California snow 


country. 
One section for the test is a 
one-half mile stretch on the 
southbound lanes near O'Brien 
Summit, about 18 miles north 
of Redding. The other is a quar - 
ter-m ile section just north of 
Dunsmuir, also on the south­ 
bound lanes. 
Elevations are 1,700 feet at 
O'Brien and 3,000 feet at Duns­ 
m uir. The locations were sel- 
j cted because snow falls there 
without appreciable formation 
of ice, Miles said. Scraping of

Judge Richard A. Potion of Cotuaa County, apaaktar Ata 
mootlnr of ti» Hotary Ctal* In Hod lllttff ventor day, doeiared 
that crime U on* of toe most oorlou» problem» taring tat» country. 
That atom' quite obviooa. to tart, It I» probably no exaggeration 
to aay that It la by far the moat eortooa problem facta* ua - more 
dam agin* than th* war In Vietnam, though perhaps fin eom* wage 
connected with It. 


Judge Patton appears Id lay a large part of the b la m e tar the 
continuing rloe in crime to decietona of the United States Supreme 
Court about which he concure In the view that they * ‘coddle 
criminals and handcuff the police and public proeerutora/* 
To what extant tat Supreme Court decisions are to blame may 
be open to eome question, and to what extent they are called 
tor In tie name of Justice Is open to still more question. But 
one thing Is certain. They make things tougher tar police, 
prosecutors and courts. 


To offset the difficulties they labor titder, our law enforce­ 
ment officers deserve—and It la to our Interest to give them— 
all the help they can get. Noe** of us want to see the innocent 
pwished. We are willing to go along with laws that actually are 
needed to make sure that Is the case. But no one can disagree 
with Judge Patton's contention that "Those committing crimes 
should not escape conviction because of aom? theoretical or 
philosophical technicality .” We want the laws to mike common 
sense. And we want to give all the support we can to those who 
work to apply them In a common sense way. 


Just a bit aside from the enforcement of law, but not very far 
aside, is a declaration ofChtef Justice Warren Burger to which 
Judge Patton called attention. 
That Is that greater emphasis 
is needed on post conviction work. If we can Influence persons 
once 
convicted of crime to lead a new law abiding life 
thereafter, we will have made a giant step. 


More Important still, of course, is heading off crime in the 
first place. 
Undoubtedly, prompt and sure conviction will be 
a big help there. But we can't count on it to be the main factor 
in that direction. That must include consideration of environ­ 
ment, of training and the organization of society generally. We 
have an enormous task ahead. 


Burden O n The Taxpayer

Senators investigating a currency black market m Vietnam were 
told today the flight of millions oí dollars out of the war zone crea­ 
tes economic chaos and hampers even limited U.S. war objectives. 


"In ultimate analysis every diversion of foreign exchange means 
dollar for dollar, penny for penny, million for million and added 
burden on the American taxpayer," said Dr. Gabriel T. Kerekes, a 
Wall Street economist. Kerekes told the Senate investigations sub­ 
committee the huge black market in Vietnam is typical of what 
happens in a war-torn country In all but one respect. 


"The contemplated reduction of the U. S. commitment in the 
area does aggravate the flight of capital from Vietnam and creates 
an even greater disparity than what prevailed hitherto between of­ 
ficial and black market prices," he said. He said the situation has 
led to the relative ineffectiveness of U.S. economic aid and corrup­ 
tion of South Vietnamese and American military and civilian per­ 
sonnel. "These capital transfers," Kerekes said, "arelargely by 
Vietnamese who wish to establish foreign nest eggs and by the 
French business community which still has large and extremely 
lucrative interests in Vietnam." 


A U. S. embassy official from Saigon said Tuesday the black 
market exchange rate dropped after Communists were beaten back 
in the 1968 offensive. But since the beginning of American troop 
withdrawals the illegal rate has risen to 240 South Vietnamese 
piasters to a dollar compared to the legal rate of 118-to-l. Indian 
money changers were said to have a large control of the operation.

The mind wanders. There are 
three items in the news that 
combine to give us the swinging 
spirit of the season. A new 
book is published. Die cast of 
Oh Calcutta! desires to make an 
important announcement. So 
also the strippers in Baltimore. 
The book is the story of a detail 
of American 
troops, 
five 
soldiers who were sent on 
a mission, of the dreary kind 
that 
requires a protracted 
absence from the home base, a 
surveillance of enemv activity. 
The leader decides that It would 
be relaxing to take along a wo­ 
man. Accordingly he takes his 
detail to a nearby hamlet, finds 
himself 
an attractive girl, 
wrests her from her family and 
drags her along with his little 
company. The story (and there 
Is no reason to doubt Its ac­ 
curacy) is that four of the five 
men regularly and one gathers 
enthusiastically 
raped 
her, 
night after night. All except 
for the fifth member of the 
company, who expressed con­ 
scientious objections and, for 
his pains, was dubbed a queer. 
In due course the rapists came 
sadly to the conclusion thai the 
rapee meant It when she ex­ 
pressed 
her 
Intention 
to 
complain, so they decided that 
the neatest way out of the prob­ 
lem was simply to kill her, 
which they did. 
The "queer” turned out to 
have a conscience which reacted 
even more strongly to murder 
than to rape, so that he repor­ 
ted, wnen the mission was com­ 
pleted, to his superiors on ex­ 
actly what had happened. In due 
course there was a court mar­ 
tial, the usual efforts to hush 
things up, a prison sentence, 
penalties rather light, as tends 
to be the case during wartime, 
and now the rapists are, most 
of them, free or about to be 
freed, wnereas the soldier wno 
turned them in has to move 
quietly and anonymously for 
fear, or so the story goes, that 
he will be hunted down either by 
his 
immediate 
associates 
who will punish him for turn­ 
ing them in, or by the looser 
confederacy. 
On to the ridiculous. Same day, 


same paper. The cast of Oh 
Calcutta! wishes to make an 
announcement. Do you know 
what Oh Calcutta! is? Well, It 
is a play In New York City, 
tn which are engaged oh maybe 
25 guys and dolls whose thing 
is nudity and pushy sex. The 
director is Kenneth ’’ ynan, an 
Englishman who loves to shock, 
and loves to put sex in the bowl­ 
ing alley. Mr. Tynan came on 
over to the United States a half 
dozen years ago to review plays 
for the New Yorker, and took 
the occasion to figure in a com­ 
mittee called the Fair Play for 
Castro Committee, which took 
out a lot of pro-Castro adver­ 
tisements in American news­ 
papers 
which 
said: 
Look, 
Americans, all of these Mc­ 
Carthyite rumors to the effect 
that Castr is a Communist are 
downright fascistlc, so cut it 
out.In due course It turned out 
that the money to pa\ for those 
ads had in fact been turned over 
to the Tynan Committee by — 
Castro’s ambassador to the 
United States. 
Anyway, the cast of Oh Cal­ 
cutta! said on Moratorium day 
in a paid advertisement that they 
would "observe” that day. They 
don't want, one gathers, to as­ 
sociate themselves with the vul­ 
garity of the Vietnam war, with 
the kind of thing depicted in that 
book. One of the scenes in Oh 
Calcutta! is the rape of a girl. 
It is supposed to be very funny, 
I mean, why should a girl object 
to being raped? The thing is, 
if you miss the point, the rape 
should be done onstage, and the 
profit of it should be for Ken­ 
neth Tynan et al, so that they 
can afford to U>ke the day off on 
Moratorium day, to protest the 
ravaging of Vietnamese. 
Oh yes, the third item. In Balti­ 
more, Maryland, there is a 
block of strippers. Just plain 
strippers.

W hat is norm al blood p res­ 
sure for a young adult about 
to go into the arm y? 
M r. D. U., A rizona 


Dear Mr. U.: Blood pres­ 
sure readings depend on nu­ 
merous factors and therefore 
it is impossible to state that 
one num ber is norm al and an­ 
other is abnorm al. The age. 
the size, the body configura­ 
tion, and the weight, are only 
a few’ of the variables that 
help the doctor in deciding if 
the blood pressure is "nor­ 
mal." 
Readings can vary from day 
to day, and even from m inute 
to minute, depending on the 
emotions or tensions There are 
tw’o blood pressure readings. 
The first, or systolic, is the 
higher one, and strangely is 
less im portant than the sec­ 
ond. The systolic reading rep­ 
resents the pressure within 
the arteries a t the tim e the 
heart has contracted a great 
deal of blood into circulation 
The second, or diastolic, pres­ 
sure indicates the tension in 
the blood vessels while the 
heart is in between beats. This 
reading m ay be even more 
im portant than the first. 
In general, the relationship 
between the two blood pres­ 
sure 
readings 
is 
probably 
more im portant than either 
one alone. 
Num bers them selves have 
no im portance to the patient. 
They are significant only to 
the physician who considers 
them in relation to his other 
clinical findings. An additional 
thought m ay be of interest. 
A sudden rise of blood pres­ 
sure at the tim e of an arm y 
exam ination or at periods of 
stress is not unusual or dan­ 
gerous
